surer be entitled to any compensation for their services.

AN ACT to authorize the county board of supervisors of Outa.

gamie countly to reduce the price of county swamp lands
therein.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in sen-
ate and assembly, do enact as follows :

SecrioN 1. The county board of supervisors of
Outagainie county, acting a8 swamp land commission-
era therein, are hereby authorized to sell any county
swamp land in said county of Outagamie for such
price as in their opinion the same may be reasonably
worth, not less than fifty cents per acre.

SEcTION 2. All acts and parts of acts contravening
the provisions of this act are hereby repealed.

SectioN 8. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage and publication.
